3* Project EMHAMLT was apprevsd on 27 February 1911 to conduct activi- 
ties to combat West German opposition te European defense integration. As 
it turned out the principal activities oonduoted under KJftJAKLT dealt with 
veterans 1 publications and groups because Goman veterans repa y mated a 
hey element in European defense plans. In planning the ft 53 pro- 

gram it was decided te discontinue Project KHKAKLT as s uch b ut to eentinne 
its veterans' activities under e veterans' program, HTAHHRD. Thus far. 

In FT 53, HTAJWB8D (KMMANLT) activities have been continued and permitted 
to obligate funds at a rate based on the FT 52 obligation rate of: Project 
KNMAHLTi 



4. In consequence of a thorough review and reassessment of all German 
Mission projects, the Chief of the Gasman Mission has decided te terminate 
HTAK8ESD (BMttNtf) activities* The German Mission has requested 123,500 
te cover necessary termination expenses. Of this, tl,500 is needed te 
terminate support of the Military Science Society (KMHAN1T/QK3BITCH) and 
$22,000 is needed to terminate support for the leading West German veteruns' 
newspaper (KMMANLT/QKSHITOH). 

5* The final agent contaet vdth OSCANIT/^TFUIPIIL is scheduled for 



12 Ibis last meeting had be m set for 12 January but was poetponed 

for laik of fund authorisation. Any further delay will lead to serious 
operational complications . $22,000 Is required to provide a final payment 

which will enable the newspaper to give its staff the several months' notice 
specified in German law and to continue publication temporarily so that its 
termination will not endanger security by taking place at the same time as 
other PP German project terminations*

8. Hie German Mission originally requested C_ for terminating 
KMMAHLY on 31 December 1952 in FRAN 0072 (24908-IN) and sent a follow-up 
cable on 7 January (FRAN 0209. IN 26217). We sent an interim reply on 8 
January (DIR 35014* OUT 79849;. The German Mission has since sent two addi- 
tional cables (IRAN 0358* IN 27395* and FRAN 0529* IN 28757) requesting a 
decision and pointing out that operational considerations require a final pay- 
ment for Kl^lANLX/HTFULFILL by 19 January. 

9. It is therefore requested that the attached cable, allotting ~2 

to KMMANLY for its past FY 53 obligations and its liquidation, be coordinated 
and released.
